I). Speakman Post, American Legion 
in Narberth, will hear a group of dis- 
tinguished speakers at the annual Arm- 
istice Day dinner, which will be served 
in the Legion club room in the Com- 
munity- Building on Wednesday eve- 
ning, November 11, at 7 o'clock. 

The chief speaker will be Dr. J. C. 
Miller, who organized the vocational 
rehabilitation work for the United 
States Government after the World 
War. Dr. Miller, at that time a Cana- 
dian citizen, was asked by the Ameri- 
can government to break the ground 
for the enormous task of fitting the 
war disabled into the economic scheme 
by' training in a held of occupation 
for which they were fitted. This im- 
portant work led to the organization 
of what was then known as the Fed- 
eral Board for Vocational Training. 
Out of the Federal Board has grown 
the gigantic Veterans' Bureau which 
today administers the affairs of the 
veterans of all wars. 

Dr. Miller's subject will be "Safe- 
guarding Our Internal Frontier." Few 
men in his field have had a more 
varied, interesting and useful career 
than that of Dr. Miller, who is now 
Professor of Educational Administra- 
tion at the University of Pennsylvania. 
He has worked in many fields in the 
crafts and manual arts, as well as 
holding the degree of Doctor of Phi- 
losophy from Columbia University. He 
has worked, studied, taught and di- 
rected educational projects in several 
parts of Canada, in California, Indiana, 
New York and Pennsylvania. He is 
the author of four volumes of techni- 
cal importance and of numerous re- 
ports to the Governments of the 
United States and the Dominion of

So, when a contest develops for a 
Council post, the voters must choose 
between two men battling each other 
for the honor of laboring for their 
neighbors. Narberth has few such 
contests. One was decided last Tues- 
day. 

By a vote of 447 to 395, Clifford W. 
Bates retained his seat in Council by 
defeating John A. Mowrer, Jr. Mr. 
Bates, defeated in the primaries, was 
forced to sail under the Democratic 
flag — but 1 hen. Narberth never has 
worshiped orthodox politics. 

Edward S. Haws (a genuine Demo- 
crat), and William H. Fretz were also 
re-elected Cotmcilnien. 

The Bates-Movvrcr contest, which 
began mildly enough in the early fall, 
reached its climax last week-end in a 
barrage of mail to the voters. Mr. 
Mowrer's name was brought forth 
before the primaries largely by a group 
of fellow-members of the American Le- 
gion.

Township Saved Embarrass- 
ment by Young's Defeat 

The outstanding feature of Tuesday's 
election in Lower Merion was the un- 
anticipated and unorthodox contest 
which developed for the office of Town- 
ship Commissioner in the General 
Wayne district. 

Due to a wag's prank at the pri- 
maries in September, the name of 
"Lew" Young was written on the bal- 
lot as a Democratic nominee for the 
post held by Frank H. Mancill, Re- 
publican, who was unopposed for re- 
nomination. 

In accordance with the election laws 
of the county, the name "Lew" Young 
appeared on the ballot this week as a 
Democratic nominee for Township 
Commissioner. 

Despite the fact that Louis Alonzo 
Young, a resident of Narberth, had 
sought the Republican nomination for 
County Commissioner at the primaries, 
40 Democratic voters in the»General 
Wayne district saw fit to make him 
their candidate for the Township Com- 
mission. Mr. Mancill won the. "con- 
test" by a safe margin, polling 161 
votes, hut the followers of political 
fortunes are still wondering what 
would have happened should Mr. 
Young have won. 

It is agreed that the township has 
been saved from an embarrassing sit- 
uation by his defeat. The fact that 
his name was erroneously printed on 
the ballot would have been sufficient, 
:t is said, to nullify his election. And, 
n addition, being a resident of the Bor- 
ough of Narberth, he would not be 
jligibk anyway to represent the Gen- 
eral Wayne district on the Lower Mer- 
on Commission.

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Steffens' Autobiography 

Is Fascinating Volume 

Lincoln Steffens is undoubtedly 
much more aprceable to read than to 
know personally, although that is not 
implying that he does not have hosts 
of loyal friends and personal admirers. 
It is merely the inference which is 
drawn by this reviewer from reading 
his autobiography which is now avail- | 
able on the shelves of the Narberth 
Community Library. It is a book that j 
will appeal strongly not only to those ; 
who enjoy all biography but especially | 
to those who wish to know the back- j 
ground of the stupendous events which 
have been shaking the world since 1914. 
Steffens was in the middje of most of 
those events; lie came into personal 
contact with a surprising number of 
the leading actors and his views and 
conclusions are always interesting and 
usually significant. 

Some people will recall the "muck- 
raking" period of the early years of 
this century when many of the maga- 
zines, led by McClure's, devoted much 
space to the exposure of political cor- 
ruption in important cities and states. 
It was as one of the first muckrakers 
that Steffens' name first became na- 
tionally known and since the close of 
that time he has been little heard of 
by the general public. It will surprise 
people therefore to know that as a 
sort of free-lance reporter and publicist 
he was in the midst of the Madero- 
Carranza revolution in Mexico, the 
revolution in Russia, at the peace con- 
ference in Paris and at many of the 
important gatherings of statesmen and 
international politicians since then. 

The Significance of Steffens' career 
and therefore the interest in his auto- 
biography lies in the events and men 
concerning whom he is able to nar- 
rate first-hand impressions. It seems 
in reading the first half of his book 
that he has a deliberate tendency to 
belittle all men of worthy repute and 
surviving reputation, like President 
Roosevelt and Jacob Riis, for example, 
and to dignify many men whose evil 
reputations live after them, like Richard 
Croker and other political bosses. 
His theory is that American political 
bosses were usually men of keen in- 
telligenc and bold, resourceful action 
and that therefore they commanded his 
respect always, and sometimes his ad- 
miration. He came to hold in light 
regard the value of the efforts of well- 
wishing political reformers among 
whom he was himself prominently en- 
rolled for many years. 

The latter half of his autobiography 
gets into a deeper swing, and is much 
more interesting. It finally reveals a 
man whom Steffens does not belittle 
although he was considered great and 
honorable by his contemporaries — 
President Wilson. Steffens thinks 
that Wilson failed, but that it was a 
magnificent failure, that he was the 
greatest liberal of his time and that no 
other liberal then living could have 
done better nor, probably, so well. 

The final chapters which compare 
Soviet Russia and Machinized America 
and venture to predict the future course 
of each are much worth reading. 
Those are the only two nations having 
a vital significance in the world today, 
he thinks, and he advances to the in- 
teresting prediction that, although their 
present aims, policies and methods are 
surprisingly different, they will ulti- 
mately come to the same social and 
governmental state because their roads 
will meet. Patrons of the library will 
find that to devote some of the length- 
ening evenings of this descending 
autumn to Lincoln Steffens and his 
book will be much worth while, even 
though he should shock some of their 
fixed sensibilities of what is right and 
what is wrong in the conduct of a 
government.

'Horse Thieves' Anticipating 
Annual Supper on the 14th 

Oyster lovers and old-time resi-
